We think of 
oil in terms of gasoline for our 
many vehicles; as lubricants for 
engines and machines, and as 
fuel for heating houses and in- 
dustrial and business structures. 
As such, it is an integral part 
of our lives. 
But despite our affection for 
the industrial revolution, which 
keeps pouring out an increasing 
of heavy and consumer 
goods, and which produces new 
and fantastic inventions, fibers, 
land synthetic raw.materials, we 
rarely think of the part oil plays 
‘in this Geld. 


Petroleum Products 


| But the fact is that petroleum, 
and its component parts, its 
\gases, its jellies, 
possibilities of combinations, oc- 
cupy a tremendous place in sev- 
eral commodity fields, especial- 
ly the chemical, The American 
economy, like that of any other 
industrial nation, depends on 
transport. But without petroleum 
there would be much less to 
transport. Asphalts, waxes, 
paints, gum, a vast number of 
medicines, soap, rubber, ink and 
thousands of cosmetics are but 
a few of the items made wholly 
or in part from “‘oil.’’ The many 
other derivatives of petroleum 
lead researchers on to develop- 
ing yet other industrial uses. The 
list already defies accurate enu- 
meration. 

Liquefied petroleum. gases, 
chiefly supplied from refineries 
and natural gases, have given us 
propane and butane gas which 


took gas heat, cooking and re-- 


frigeration to the farms. 
Petroleum is in the antifreeze 
‘jn our automobiles, in explo- 
sives, in the ripening of oranges 
‘and vegetables and in wood pre- 
servers. 
Chemists have not nearly ex- 
plored all its many possibilities. 
_An excellent glycerine-like prod- 
uct is obtained, for example, 
‘which contains edible fatty acids. 
Fats such as butter, oleomar- 
garine, and lard are largely, 
glycerine esters, of fatty acids. 
It would be quite possible to 
produce high-grade substitutes | 
from petroleum. 


Greater Demand 


' Consequently, there is every 
‘indication the future will demand 
more oil than ever. No matter 
how much nuclear energy is 
produced, we still will need vast 
floods of petroleum for thouSands 
of uses in our economy wholly 
unrelated to transport. 

There is every reason, there- 
fore, why the Western nations 
should make themselves less de- 
pendent on the Suez Canal. When 
Israel obtains free access to the 
Gulf of Aqaba, she will proceed 
with a pipe line and a road to 
the Mediterranean, a distance of 
about 300 miles. France also is 
interested in building a pipeline 
there. This one line, it is esti- 
mated, could take care of that 
nation’s needs. A private com- 
pany is surveying a possible line 
from northern Iraq to the Medi- 

_ terranean by way of Turkey.

Whitney Goes In as Ambassador 
While London Grouses Over Israel’

LONDON, Feb. 24 John 
Hay Whitney, new U.S. ambassa- 
dor, arrived in London this 
morning. His first words began 
the difficult, complicated and 
lengthy task of restoring his 
country’s prestige in Britain. 

The ambassador’s few sent- 
ences on arrival were based on 
a formula that has worked well 
in the past. Whitney recalled 
his student days at Oxford and 
his wartime service in Britain. 
Citing cooperation between the 
two countries during the war, he 
said he hoped Britain and the 
United States would be able to 
work together as. well during his 
service as they had then. He

Bevan is the principal spokes- 
man for the Labor Party on for- 
eign affairs. His article and re- 
marks of Laborite speakers in the 
House of Commons symbolize a 
new complication in Britain's at- 
titude toward the United States.
